Prices  were  somewhat  higher  on  the  Hamburg  apple  auction  Tuesday, 
December  29,  than  those  reported  on  December  17,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Fred  A.  Mot  a,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture.     Supplies  amounted  to  24,000  "boxes  and  500  "barrels 
against  17,800  boxes  and  600  barrels  last  week  and  90,000  boxes,  11,000  bas- 
kets and  8,000  barrels  at  this  time  last  year.     Supplies  of  boxed  stock  were 
moderate  and  met  wrth  a  moderate  demand,  with  the  exception  of  Homes  which 
were  in  active  demand.    The  condition  of  the  boxed  fruit  was  good.     The  light 
supplies  of  Virginia  Winesaps  and  Staymans  met  with  a  moderate  demand.  The 

condition  of  both  varieties  was  variable,     quotations  were  converted  from
